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OBITUARY NOTICES OF THE FRIAR-PREACHERS, OR 
DOMINICANS, OP THE ENGLISH PROVINCE, FROM 
THE YEAR OF OUR LORD 1650, COMPILED FRQM 
THE ARCHIVES OF THE MASTER-GENERAL OF THE 
DOMINICAN ORDER AT ROME, AND FROM THE 
RECORDS OF THE PROVINCE.

At the Reformation, the Friar-Preachers, or Dominicans, possessed 
fifty- two priories and two subsidiary houses in England and Wales ; 
and there was one priory of Sisters of the Second Order. But all these 
religious establishments were swept away, between July, 1538, and 
April, 1539, by the tyrani^ of Henry VIII. The Dominican Province 
was partially revived by Queen Mary, in 1555, when a community of 
men was re-organized in London, at the Priory of St. Bartholomew, in 
Smithfield, and the Sisters were restored to Dartford. F. William 
Perin was appointed Prior of Smithfield, and was also instituted Vicar- 
General of the Province, by the Master-General of the Order at Rome. 
Dr. Perin was buried, Aug. 22nd, 1558, at the high altar of his 
convent-church. After him, F. Richard Hargrave, being elected Prior, 
was confirmed in the office, Dec. 24th, and at the same time was put in 
charge over the Province, by the Master-General. In the summer of 
1559, Elizabeth supwessed the community of Smithfield ; and in July, 
when the Sisters ot Dartford were exiled, Hargrave, as their confessor, 
accompanied them in their painful wanderings in the Netherlands. In 
the office of Vicar-General he was confirmed. Mar. 1st, 1560, the 
appointment being repeated. May 7th following. On his death, in 
1566, still in the Sisters’ service, the Dominican Province of England 
became desolated. 

Although the Province was thus laid waste, it was never entirely 
extinguished. From time to time, Englishmen entered foreign convents, 
and a few returned into their native country, to labour in the vineyard 
of Christ. Ambassadors too had sometimes foreign Dominicans in 
their households. When brighter days seemed to he dawning on the 
Church, the Master-General, in 1622, re-organized the few Dominicans 
in the country as a Congregation, and appointed a Vicar- General over 
them. F. Philip Thomas Howard, of the noble family of Norfolk, 
restored monastic discipline, by establishing, in 1658, a convent of ^ 
English Dominicans at Dornhem, in .Flanders, and, in 1660, a house of 
Sisters of the Second Order at Vilvorde. Bornhem poured iato ^ 
England a full measure of apostolical missioners, who planted im- 
portant missions and stations up and down the country, till the French 
Revolution drove them out of their Belgian House. Since that time, 
however, their labours have been continued from new foundations. 
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CONVENT OF HOLY CROSS, BORNHEM, ESTABLISHED. 1668. 

1661. Sent. 3rd. B. George Daggitt, lay-brother. Professed, 
Sept. 21st, 1660, at Bornhem. Died there, in 48th year of age, and 
1st of profession. 

1662. May 18th. Very Rev. R Thomas Middleton, alias Dade, 
S. Th. Praes. Instituted Vicar-General, July 8th, 1622, at the instance 
of F. Didacus de la Fuente, confessor of the Spanish Ambassador. In 
1628, consigned, for many years, to the Clink prison. In 1629, J uly 9th, 
confirmed as Vicar-General, and, Aug. 11th, made S. Th. Prsesentatua 
(B.D.). Empowered, July 24th, 1636, to erect a novitiate in England. 
Resigned the charge of Vic-Gen., and Apr. 17th, 1640, F. James 
Forbes appointed in his stead ; but the latter does not appear to have 
accepted office, and Dade was soon in authority again, and was re- 
instituted, May 1st, 1649, and confirmed, Feb. 12tn, 1650. Imprisoned 
for the faith, in Newgate, and tried at the. spring sessions, 1651, but 
escaped death by failure of evidence. Surrendered office in 1655. 
Mostly in London, where he died. 

1662. May 24th. Verv Rev. F. William Fowler, S. Th. Mag. 
Contributed largely towards the foundation of Bornhem. Lived, d. and 
bur. among his relatives, the Fowlers of St. Thomas’s, Stafford. 

1662. May 20th. Rev. F. Thomas Armstrong, 4th and youngest 
son of Rob. and Margaret A., of Northumberland : b. 1607. Admitted 
into the English College, Rome, Oct. 22nd, 1631, under the name of 
Tho. Strange ; left, J an. 22nd following, to become a Dominican at 
S. Maria sopra Minerva, and thence removed to Naples. Laboured at 
Stonecroft, 3 miles N. of Hexham, chiefly among the Catholic nobility 
and gentry. Through his counsel, John Widdrington, Esq. (d. July 
6th, 1664), by private instructions under his will, June 4th, endowed 
the mission of Stonecroft for a Dominican priest. D. set. 56, 
prof. 29. 

1663. May 5th. Rev. F. Robert Armstrong, alias Roberts. 
Third son of R. and M. A. : b. 1603. Admitted into the English 
College, Rome, Oct. 4th, 1623, under the name of Rob. Strange, and 
left Sept. 10th, 1626, for the Dominican Order. On the mission at 
Hexham, labouring chiefly among the poor, and famed as an exorcist 

dsemonibus terribilis.” D. at Hexham, set. 61, prof. 36. 

1663. July 2nd. Rev. F. John Jenkin. Native of Kent: a 
convert. Pp. Oct. 6th, 1660, at Bornhem. Made Procurator in 1662; 
d. there, set. 27, prof. 3, sac. 1. 

1668. Oct. 2Dth. Rev. F. George Mildmay, son of Fra. M., of 
Ambrosden, co. Oxon, Esq., and Mary Brook, his wife: b. 1638. 
Pr. April 15th, 1663, at Bornhem. Procurator, jn 1667. D. of the 
plague, in attending sick, at Vilvorde, set. 31, prof. 6, sac. 4. 

1669. July 12th. Very Rev. George Thomas Catchmay, S. Th. 
Mag. B. 1598. Pr. 1623. Laboured in London. Instituted Vicar- 
General, Nov. 13th, 1655 ; resigned, 1661. Retired to Bornhem, 1668, 
and d. there, set. 72, prof. 47. 

1670. June 22nd or 23rd (o.s.) Rev. F. Lawrence Thwaits, 
S. Th. Lect. Step-son of Mr. Will. Thompson, English merchant of 
Brussels. Pr. Aug. 25th, 1659, at Bornhem. Procurator, 1669. 
Casually in London, d. there, set. 29, prof. 11, sac. 5. 

1674. Apr, 22nd. Br. Sebastiaen Reynaets, lay-brother. Bel- 
gian. Pr. Apr. 17th, 1661, at Bornhem. D. there, set. 44, prof. 14.

1676. July 19th. Rev. F. John Canning, S. Th. Lect. Of the 
famity of C., of Foxcote, co. Warwick, being 4th son of Rich. C. Esq., 
and Grace his wife, dau. of Edw. Fowler, of St. Thomases, Staff., Esq. 
B. about 1641 ; nephew of F. Will. Fowler. Pr. Nov. 11th, 1658, at 
Bornhem. Studied at Louvain. Appointed Sub-prior, May, 1669, and 
in 1671 ; ceased Aug. 1673. Procurator, from 1670 to 1674. Then 
Confessor of the Dominican Sisters of Brussels (removed from Vilvorde), 
and d. there, aet. 36, prof. 18, sac. 11. 

1679. Sept. 4th (o.s.) Rev. F. John Thomas Fidden. B. of 
Catholic parents, about 1625. Pr. Mar. 7th, 1656, at Leitmeritz, in 
Bohemia. Went to Bornhem, in 1659. Became, in 1661, the first 
missionary apostolic from the Convent to England. Made Sub-prior of 
the Convent, Nov. 16th, 1665. Returned to London, in 1667, as Pro- 
vincial Procurator. Accused by Titus Oates of being one of the nine 
great Dominican conspirators, who were by name impeached by Parlia- 
ment, Apr. 1679, for high treason. Escaped prosecution by death, in 
London, set. 55, prof. 24. 

1679-80. Jan. 27th (o.s.) Rev. F. David Joseph Kemeys. 
English, of honourable family. Resided in London, confessor to Eliza- 
beth, Countess-Dowager of Arundel, mother of Cardinal Howard. Im- 
peached by Oates as a conspirator, nominated to the See of Bangor. 
Cast into Newgate, and arrairaed, Jan. 14th, 1679-80, before Lord , 
Chief Justice Scroggs. D. in Newgate. 

1683. Feb. 27th. Hon. and Rev. B. Francis Dominic Howard, 
deacon, younger brother of Cardinal Howard. Pr. Mar. 22nd, 1661, 
at Bornhem. D. at Gheel, set. 45, prof. 22. 

1688. May 13th (o.s.) Rev. F. Henry Joseph Verb, Prsed. Gen. 
(Preacher-general). Of the Diocese of London. Entered Douay 
College, and took the oath of submission, Aug. 15th, 1646 ; also Feb. 
2nd, 1648. On the English Mission. Pr. Nov. 8th, 1661, at Bornhem. 
Confessor to the Sisters, in 1664, and left Brussels in 1674, for Eng- 
land. In Brussels again, in 1676, then on the mission. D. in England, 
prof. 22. 

1684. Apr. 2nd. Rev. F. James of the Holy Cmoss Goodlad. 
Pr. Nov. 8th, 1661, at Bornhem. Sent into England, June 26th, 
1666 ; returned, Feb., 1668. Became companion of the Sisters’ Con- 
fessor at Brussels, Nov. 30th, 1676. Appointed Procurator of Bornhem, 
1683, and d. in office, aet. 42, prof. 23. 

1685. Apr. 11th. Rev. F. Dominic Thomas Jo^ston, Scotch. A 
secular priest, then a Scotch Benedictine of Ratisbonne (F. Ninian) for 
12 years. Allowed, after 6 years’ delay, to join the Dominican Order, by 
pontifical dispensation, Oct. 1st, and the Master-General’s license, 
Oct. 14th, 1668. Pr. Apr. 7th, 1670, at Bornhem : d. there, prof. 16. 

1685. Rev. F. Patrick Ogliby. Pr. in 1679, for 

SS. Giovanni e Paolo. D. at Rome, aet. 42, prof. 7.

Was ^^socius et 
commensalis” of F. Christofer de Rosario (O’Daly) confessor to Queen 
Catherine of Braganza, consort of Charles II. Affiliated to Bornhem, 
Apr. 13th, 1673.

1660. Pr. July 26th, 1680, at Bornhem, sent. Sept. 22nd, 1682, to 
stu<ty at SS. Giovanni e Paolo. D. at Rome, aet. 27, prof. 6. 

1687. Aug. 24th. Very Rev. F. Vincent Torre, S. Th. Mag. 
English. Pr. 1652, at Dinan, France. Master of Novices at Morlaix, 
Bretagne, 1657. Went to Bornhem, Aug. 1658. Master of Novices 
at Gradi, Viterbo, 1659, and at Bornhem, being sent back May 5th, 
1660. Made Sub-prior, Sept. 8th, 1663. In London, 1666. Con- 
fessor to the Sisters at Brussels, 1674. Instituted Vicar-General,. 
Jan. 23rd, 1676. Again in London. Implicated by Oates, as a con- 
spirator designated for the Bishopric of Ely. Fled to Bornhem, and in 
1682, made Superior. Quitted, Aug. 20th, 1683, for SS. Giovanni e 
Paolo. Instituted, 1685, the first Provincial since the fall of religion 
in England, and received his deCTee. Assisted in the General Chapter 
of the Order, at Rom^ June, 1686. Appointed, Feb. 9th, 1687, Com- 
missary of the Master-General for a visitation of the English Province } 
arrived at Bornhem, Aug. 3rd, and d. there, set. 57, prof. 36, sac. 33. 

1688. Sept. 11th (o.s.) Very Rev. F. Edward Dominic of thb

granted, 1677. Went to London, 1682, and resided in St. Alban’s Str. 
as Captain Gwillim. Instituted Provincial, Sept. 20th, 1687. D. in 
London, mt. 46, prof. 23. 

1690. Apr. 21st (o.s.) Rev. F. Thomas Vincent HtacintrGo^ pril, 
S. Th. Praes. Secular priest of Dou^ College. Pr. Sept. 14th, 1667, 
at Bornhem. Soon in England. To SS. Giovanni e Paolo, 1676. One of 
Oates’ conspirators. Degree granted about 1680. Back to the mission ; 
(L in England, aet. 61, prof. 23. 

1690. Aug. 30th. Br. Robert Procter, sub-deacon. Pr. for 
SS. Giovanni e Paolo. D. there. 

1690. Rev. F. John Been. Belonged to SS. 
Giovanni e Paolo. Died in Ireland. 

1691. Apr. 19th. Rev. F. William Michael Bertram. B. in 
Northumberland. Pr. Sept 29th, 1666, at Bornhem. Sub-prior and 
Novice-Master, Jan. 21st, 1676. At Stonecroft, from 1678, for some 
years. D^ at Bornhem, aet 49, prof. 25. 

1691. Dec. 21st Very Rev. F. Dominic Pegge, S. Th. Lect. Pr. 
1677, for SS. Giovanni e Paolo, where he was elected Prior, 1688, and 
taught philosophy, being reinstituted lector, Sept. 11th, 1688, and made 
first Lector, Sept. 3rd, 1690; D. there in office, aet 35, prof. 15, sac. 12. 

1693. Apr. 17th. Br. Antonius Antoninus Van Antryve, 
lay-br. B. 1639, near Ghent. Pr. Apr. 19th, 1665, at Bornhem. D. 
there, aet 55, prof. 28. 

1693. Oct 3rd. Rev. F. Thomas Cottam. Quitted SS. Giovanni 
e Paolo, 1682, and became Confessor of the Dominican Sisters. D. at 
Brussels. 

1693 or 1694. Rev. F. Samuel Joseph Kennet. Pr. Mar. 
17th, 1681, at Bornhem. D. in France. 

1694. Apr. 16th. Br. Ralph Sebastian Hodgkinson, lay-hr. 
Pr. 1678, at Bornhem. D. there, aet. 58, prof. 17.

1694. June 17 th. The Most Eminent and Most Illustrious and 
Rev. F. Philip Thomas Howard of Norfolk, Cardinal-Priest 
of the Holy Roman Church. Third son of Lord Henry Frede- 
rick Howard of Norfolk (eldest son and heir of Thomas, Earl of 
Arundel and Surrey, first earl and earl-marshall of England) by Lady 
Elizabeth Stuart, dau. of Esme S. duke of Lennox. B. Sept. 1st, 1629, 
at Arundel House, London. Entered the Dominican Order, June 28th, 
1645, at Cremona ; pr. Oct. 19th, 1646, in the Convent of S. Clemente, 
Rome, for Cremona. Studied at the Convent of La Sanita, Naples, 
for four years, and then at Rennes in Bretagne, being there ordained 
priest, 1652. Restored the Dominican Province of England, founding 
the Convent of Bomhem, in 1657, and obtaining that of SS. Giovanni 
e Paolo, Rome, in 1676, for the first Order of men ; the Convent of 
S. Catharine of Siena, at Vilvorde, in 1660, removed, in 1669, to 
Brussels, for Sisters of the Second Order ; and by will, the College at 
Louvain as a house of studies for Bornhem. Appointed first Prior of 
Bornhem, Dec. 1 5th, 1657, (taking office Apr. 8th following) and again, 
Nov. 20th, 1660, and continuing till he received the purple. Moreover, 
instituted Vicar-General of the Province, July 24th, 1661 ; and 
decorated with the degree of S. Th. Mag. March 6th, 1662. In latter 
year, became chaplain of Catherine of Braganza, queen of Charles II., 
but for 10 years froin 1665, was Her Majesty^s Grand Almoner. 
Created a Cardinal-Priest, May 27th, 1675, by Clement X. with title of 
S. Cecilia in Trastevere, changed, in 1679, for S. Maria sopra Minerva. 
Made assistant, Mar. 23rd, 1676, of the four Congregations of Car- 
dinals, Bishops and Regulars, Propaganda, and Sacred Rites; in June, 

1680, Cardinal-Protector of the English College, and in 1684, of 
England and Scotland. Accused by Oates of being the Arch-con- 
spirator of the Dominicans against the throne, and of being nominated 
to be Archbishop of Canterbu^ and Legate-a-Latere. D, at Rome, 
mt. 64, prof. 48, sac. 42, card. 20. Bur. in the choir of S. Maria sopra 
Minerva. 

1694, Nov. 19th. Very Rev. F. Thomas White, alias Bianchi, 
S. Th. Mag, Of an honourable family seated at Warnborough, Hants. 
Pr. in the Roman Province. Celebrated, at Modena, Sept, 30th, 1673, 
the marri^e, by pro:^, of the Duke of York (James II.) with Maria 
Beatrice Eleanora d’Este, sister of the reigning Duke of Modena. 
Became attached, 1676, to SS. Giovanni e Paolo, which he seems to 
have governed till 1683. Penitentiary of S. Maria Maggiore. Again 
Prior of SS. Giovanni e Paolo, 1687. Affiliated to the En^ish Province, 
Nov. 13th, 1688, and same day instituted Provincial. Appointed 
Commissary of the Master-General, Jan. 16th, 1690, and made a 
visitation of Belgium and England. Assisted in the General Chapter, 
May and June, 1694, at Rome, and d. there, still Provincial. 

1696. Mar. 25th. Rev. F. John Ovington. Pr. Dec. 15th, 1675, 
at Bornhem. Went to Clermont, June 4th, 1682, for studies. At 
Bornhem, made Procurator, Sept. 21st, 1686; Vicar-in-capite, or 
Vicar-prior, 1688 ; and Prior, 1691. D. there, set. 44, prof. 21. 

1696. Apr. 26th. Rev. F. Joseph Broughton, S. Th. Lect. 
Real name Nottle, being only child of Humphry and Anne N., who 
were of the middle class, well off, and Catholic. B. and brought up in 
London, being bapt. June, 1659, by a Catholic priest, and also confirmed 
there. Even in youth suffered persecution for the faith. Admitted 
into the English College, Rome, Oct. 2nd, 1680, but left Apr. 14th, 

1681, for SS. Giovanni e Paolo. Pr. 1682, at Naplei^ took the 
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lectorate there, in 1690, in the Collegio Monte di Dio. Sent from 
Rome, Sept. 10th, 1695, to Bornhem. D. there, aet. 42, prof. 14. 


COLLEGE OF ST. THOMAS AQUINAS, LOUVAIN, FOUNDED. 

1696. 

1696. Dec. 17th (o.s.) Rev. F. George Tmomas Gibson, S. Th. 
Lect. Of the honourable family of G. of Corbridge and Stonecroft^ 
Northumberland. Pr. Dec. 26th, 1673, at Bornhem. There taught 
philosophy and theology : was made Sub-prior, 1682, and governed 
the Convent till Aug. 1683, when he departed to be Prior of SS. 
Giovanni e Paolo. Returned to Bornhem, and sent, in summer, 1686, 
to England, as chaplain of Ralph Clavering, of Callaley, co. Northum- 
berland, Esq. When Stonecroft came into his family, in 1693, took 
that mission (held for many years by Franciscans), where he d. prof. 
23. Bur. in churchyard of Newbrough : his tombstone still lies on 
S. side of the church. 

1697. July 26tL Br. John MELis,lay-br. Probably belonged ta 
SS. Giovanni e Paolo. D. at Louvain.

1699. Mar. 25th (o.s.) Rev. F. Maurice Gifford. Fifth son 
of Tho. G. of London, Esq., and Ann his wife, dau. and coh. of Gregory 
Brookesby, of Frisby, co. Leic., Esq.; brother of Sir .Hen. G. of 
Burstall, Bart. By the Master-General’s order of Apr. 27th, 1658, 
passed from Antwerp to Brussels for part of his probation. Pr. among 
the Dominicans of Antwerp. On the English mission before 1672, being 
chaplain of the Belgian Embas^. Involved in the plot of Oates, who 
said he was designated for the See of Peterborough. Affiliated to the^ 
English Province, Feb. 9th, 1692. D. in London. 

1699. Nov. 17th. Ven. and Very Rev. F. William Collins, 
S. Th. Mag. B. 1|822, in Ireland, of English parents. Pr. for Irish 
Province, before 1649. Sub-prior of the Irish College at Louvain. 
Assisted F. Thomas Howard, 1658, in founding Bornhem, being made 
first Sub-prior, Procurator, and Sept. 14th, 1660, Lector of philosophy. 
Appointed Confessor, Sept. 1663, to the Sisters at Vilvorde. Sent to 
the E^lish mission, Aug. 1664. Elected Prior of the Irish Domini- 
cans, Louvain, early in 1666, but resigned, next year, and served 
the chapel of the French Ambassador in London. To Bornhem, 
1674; then in the Spanish Ambassador’s household, London. Cons^ned 
by order of the House of Lords, Nov. 16th, 1678, to the Gate House 
prison, being one of the conspirators. After a time, went into Belgium, 
and Aug. 23rd, 1685, instituted Prior of Bornhem. After his priorship, 
again in England; and Nov. 10th, 1691, affiliated to the English 
Province. Appointed Vicar-General, Nov. 11th, 1694. D. in the 
Convent of Bruges, aet. 78. Wrote Missa THumphans, or The Triumph 
of the Mass^ against M. Rodon: Louvain, 1675; dedicated to the 
'Duchess of York. 

1700 (about). Rev. F. Alexander Lumsden. Scotch. B. 1622,, 
at Aberdeen. Pr. in Flanders. In London for above 32 years. One 
of Oates’ conspirators. Arraigned at Old Bailey, Jan. 17th, 1679-86 
(o.s) for the high- treason of priesthood, but declared not subject to 
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Elizabeth’s penal laws. Sent, in 1687, as Confessor to the Sisters at 
Brussels, for a short time. In London, in 1698. 

1701. July 10th. Br. Gillis Htacinteus Coomans, lay-hr. 
B. 1635, at Brussels. Pr. July 22nd, 1663, at Bornhem. Attended 
B. Fra. D. Howard, for 4 years. Sent to Antwerp, 1669. Then 
Procurator at Bornhem and Louvain. Diligent annalist of his Convent. 
D. at Bornhem, eet. 67, prof, 38. * 

1701. Sept. 25th. Very Rev. F. Edward Bing, Praed. Gen. 
During the Civil Wars, an oflSicer under Cromwell ; after the Restora- 
tion, 1660, a lieutenant of the Body Guard of Charles II. A convert, 
1661. Pr. Apr. 15th, 1663, at Bornhem. Studied for 5 years, at St. 
Omer’s, Berg-st.-Winoc, Douay, and Brussels. Left Bornhem, 
Mar. 16th, 16i89, for England. Chaplain to a regiment under the Duke 
of Monmouth, 1672, and known as Captain Bing. Chiefly in London ; 
charged by Oates, 1678, with being a Dominican conspirator. Elected 
Prior of SS. Giovanni e Paolo, 1692. Sent from Rome to England, 
Sept. 11th, 1694. Instituted Provincial, Mar. 8th, 1695. Imprisoned 
and tried for the faith, 1697, withdrew into Belgium, and then resigned 
office. D. at Bornhem, set. 77, prof. 39. 

1705. Dec. 3rd. Rev. F. William Petes Kirsopp. Of the 
honourably and affiuent family of K. of Hexham. B. about 1670. Pr. 
Oct. 28th, 1687, at Bornhem. Sent, Mar, 9th, 1688, to study at 
SS. Giovanni e Paolo. Then at Bornhem, where he was Sacristan, 
and d., set. 36, prof. 19. The first bur. within XhQ Convent-church. 

1707. Dec. 8th. Rev. F. Gilbert Parker, S. Th. Praes. Pr. 
Dec. 28th, 1690, at Bornhem. Studied in Italy, and sent thence, 
Nov. 10th, 1696, to Bornhem.

M., one of Queen 
Elizabeth’s generals in Ireland. Only son of Edw. M., Esq., and 
Ursula his wife, 3rd dau. and coh. of John Syddenham, Esq. His 

J )arents converted to the faith shortly before his hirth in 1630. Studied 
aw in London, then humanities at the English College, S.J., at St, 
Omer’s, afterwards medicine at Padua, but returned to St. Omer’s for 
two years. Entered the English College, Rome, Sept. 24th, 1655, 
among the Pope’s alumni, along with Tho. Ross {vere Cooper), with 
whom he left, July 20th, 1656, to become a Dominican ; but, finding 
the roads to France blocked, returned in two days, and set out again, 
Feb. 10th, 1657. Sent by the Master-General to St. Maximin’s. 
France, and 1658, pr. there. Studied theology at Toulouse ; assigned 
to Bornhem, June 28th, 1659. Ordained, 1661. Went on the English 
mission, 1664 ; returned to Bornhem, 1668, and soon in England again.

Returned to England about 1665 ; for most part 
in London, being known by the name of Munson. Much esteemed at 
Court, and intimate with Charles II. Accused by Oates of being a 
Dominican conspirator; imprisoned in the King’s Bench, then in 
Newgate ; condemned to death, on account of priesthood, at Old Bailey, 
Jan. 17th, 1679-80 (o.s.), by Scroggs, but after a year exiled for lire. 
Made a pilCTimage to the Holy Land. Returned to England, and 
Apr. 6th, 1686, had a free pardon from James II. At the Hanoverian 
Revolution, fled with his Royal master to the Continent In London 
again before 1698, and d. there, ret.

North- 
ampton, being 3rd son of John Dryden (poet-laureate) by Elizabeth, 
his wife, dau. of Tho. Howard, Earl of Berkshire. B. May 2nd, 1669. 
A convert, with his father. Studied philosophy at Douay, and Oct. 
25th, 1690, entered the English College, Rome, for theology, but left. 
Mar. 1st, 1691, for Florence, to join the Dominican Order. Pr. there, 
1692, for SS. Giovanni e Paolo. Ordained, 1694. Made the surrender 
of the Coelian Convent, and sent by the Master-General, Nov. 16th, 
1697, from Rome to Bornhem. Sub-prior of Bornhem till 1700 ; then 
in London. Succeeded to the baronetcy (but not to the family estates, 
worth 2000Z. a year, being a Ponish Recusant) May, 1710, went to 
Canons-Ashby, and there d. ret.

Ordained, Dec. 18th, 1830. From Sept, to Dec. at Chieri. Returned 
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to Hinckley, Jan. 1831. Employed in the school for 12 years, and 
made Recent, 1841.
